Boyne City woman facing open murder charge will be evaluated for mental competency

CHARLEVOIX - The attorney rep- 
resenting a Boyne City woman ac- 
cused of murdering her mother last 
month plans to use an insanity de- 
fense in her case, which has now 
been delayed until her mental com- 
petency can be evaluated. 

Charlevoix 90th District Court 
Judge James Erhart on November 8 
approved an order to evaluate the 
competency of Rachael Marie 
Crisman of Boyne City to stand trial 
after her attorney, Kyle Legel, noti- 
fied the court of his intent to assert 
an insanity defense in her case.

Crisman's preliminary examina- 
tion had been scheduled for Novem- 
ber 15, however, that has now been 
delayed until an evaluation of her 
criminal responsibility and compe- 
tency to stand trial is completed.

Fire sweeps through downtown 
Charlevoix businesses

CHARLEVOIX - A fire that 
swept through downtown 
Charlevoix on Sunday left in its 
wake two businesses destroyed 
and several others damaged. 

Firefighters were called to 
Johan’s Cafe’ at 327 Bridge 
Street just after 2 p.m. Novem- 
ber 13 to a report of a fire in the 
building’s basement. 

Charlevoix Fire Department shift commander Bob 
Roloff said employees at Johan’s reported they had seen 
smoke coming from floor vents at the business and went 
to investigate in the basement. But when they opened the 
basement door, a “ball of fire” shot out and they immedi- 
ately shut the door and evacuated the building. 

Roloff said when he arrived at the scene, he saw flames 
coming through the roof of the building and at once 
called nearby fire departments in Charlevoix Township, 
East Jordan and Boyne City for assistance. 

The fire spread quickly from Johan’s Cafe to neighbor- 
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Charlevoix Fire Department shift commander Bob Roloff 
said employees at Johan’s reported they had seen smoke 
coming from floor vents at the business and went to inves- 
tigate in the basement. But when they opened the base- 
ment door, a “ball of fire” shot out and they immediately 
shut the door and evacuated the building. 


ing Round Lake Art Gallery, destroying both businesses 
and also damaging several nearby businesses and two ad- 
jacent apartments. 

No one was injured. 

It took firefighters about three hours and some 100,000 
gallons of water to contain the blaze, which also required 
emergency crews to shut down Bridge Street/U.S. 31 be- 
tween Park and Antrim Streets for about six hours. 

An excavator was also used to tear down the facade of 
Johan’s Cafe and Round Lake Gallery so that crews could

DOMESTIC VIOLENCE A MAJOR 
CAUSE OF HOMELESSNESS 


Homelessness is a continued crisis 
in our country, state and local com- 
munity and an issue to be acknowl- 
edged during National Homeless 
Awareness Week, November 12-20, 
2016. The Campaign to End Homeless- 
ness reports a total of 97,642 people in 
Michigan who were homeless during 
2014. In Northwest Lower Michigan 
during the same timeframe, more 
than 7,500 children and adults were 
homeless; roughly 4,200 living with 
friends and 3,300 living on the streets 
or in shelters. 

There are many causes of home- 
lessness including poverty, untreated 
mental illness, natural disasters, loss 
of employment and substance abuse. 
What many don’t realize is that more 
than half of the homeless nationwide 
are families with children and many 
of those are forced into homelessness 
because of violence in the home. Ac- 
cording to The National Center on 
Family Homelessness, domestic vio- 
lence is the immediate cause of home- 
lessness for 50% of all women who 
are homeless. 

Domestic violence involves physi- 
cal, emotional, psychological, sexual 
and/or economic abuse within a 
highly controlled, intimate partner 
relationship. When a survivor is able 
to escape an abusive relationship, 
they are often forced to leave their 
own home. Often they have nowhere 
to turn because the abuser has delib- 
erately cut them off from the support 
of friends and family and resources 
needed to leave. Many survivors ar- 
rive at the Women’s Resource Center 
of Northern Michigan (WRCNM) Safe 
Home without basic necessities such 
as clothing, personal care items, or 
money. They are then faced with the 
daunting task of finding and secur- 
ing safe and affordable housing. 

The Safe Home provides sur- 
vivors with a caring, supportive 
place to stay while they regain con- 
trol of their lives. Last year, the 
Safe Home provided 2,898 nights of 
refuge to 183 women and children 
from Antrim, Charlevoix, Cheboy- 
gan, Emmet and Otsego counties. 

Since 1977, the WRCNM has 
helped thousands of women on 
their journey to a more positive fu- 
ture free from violence. Yet, if we 
as acommunity truly want to end 
violence against women and its re- 
sulting effects, such as homeless- 
ness, we need more people to 
acknowledge this societal problem 
and stand up to speak out against it.

New Changes to Medicare Drug Plans for 2017 


Medicare has just an- 
nounced the details for the 
Part D prescription drug 
plans available for 2017. 

Beneficiaries can switch 
their plans during the An- 
nual Enrollment Period that 
runs from October 15th 
through December 7th. 

Jim Verville, Regional Co- 
ordinator for the 10 county 
Medicare/Medicaid Assis- 
tance Program said "as is 
usually the case, there will be 
several changes in plan offer- 
ings, premium costs, and ben- 
efit details for Medicare Part 
D drug plans next year". 

Following are some of the 
significant highlights of 
those changes: 

- There is a marked reduc- 
tion in the number of plan of- 
ferings. There will be 23 
plans available for 

the new calendar year, or 5 
fewer than approved for 
Michigan Medicare benefici- 
aries in 2016. In addition, two 
of the plans for 2017 are cur- 
rently sanctioned by 
Medicare due to noncompli- 


ance issues, and may not be 
available at the start of next 
year. 

« The two plans under 
sanction are sponsored by 
Clgna-HealthSpring and in- 


clude their Rx Secure and Rx- 


Secure-Extra Part D plans. 


Current members are permit- 


ted to remain in these plans 
for 2017, however, neither are 
available for new enrollment 
until the sanction is lifted. 

- Several Part D plans have 
an annual deductible. 
Medicare has authorized an 
increase of $40 to a new ceil- 
ing of $400. Normally, the de- 
ductible must be met before 
the plan will provide any in- 
surance coverage for drugs. 

When the full cost of med- 
ications reach $3,700 in 2017, 
Medicare beneficiaries enter 
the donut hole, otherwise 
known as the gap. This re- 
sults in significantly higher 
co-pays for their drugs. The 
donut hole will increase by 
$390 next year. Those who 
enter the donut hole will pay 
40% of the total cost of their 


brand name drugs and 51% of 
the full cost for the generic 
equivalents. 

Part D companies are re- 
quired to notify their sub- 
scribers of all of these details 
in their Annual Notice of 
Change mailing. Beneficiar- 
ies should have already re- 
ceived this information. 

While the list of plan offer- 
ings is quite extensive and 
confusing to navigate, there 
is a very helpful tool 

available that can be used 
to compare an existing drug 
plan with other plans avail- 
able for 2017. The 

tool is called the Medicare 
Plan Finder. To do your own 
comparisons, or get help in 
finding the best 

plan simply select one of 
the following options: 

«If you are comfortable 
doing your own research, 
visit the Medicare website at 
www.medicare.gov. Just click 
on the green box entitled 
"Find health & drug plans", 
and enter the information re- 
quested. You will be given de-

better access the fire. 

When the fire was extin- 
guished hours later, Johan’s Cafe 
and Round Lake Art Gallery 
were both gutted, and extensive 
water and/or smoke damage was 
found at neighboring businesses 
on the same block including The 
Clothing Company, Charlevoix 
Wear, Ga Ga For Kids and Mur- 
dick’s Fudge. 

Roloff said while firefighters 
left the scene around 9 p.m. they 
were called back later to a report 
of more smoke coming from the 
site and returned to douse the 
buildings again with water. A 
crew remained on the scene 
throughout the night to ensure 
the blaze did not re-ignite, he 
said. 

MaryAnn Wright of Bloom- 
field Hills was in Charlevoix on 
Sunday when the blaze broke out 
and watched the event unfold. 
Wright said she and her friends 
decided to travel up north last 
weekend for a “post peak leaf 
peek” drive when they saw the 
billowing smoke from the down- 
town area and went to investi- 
gate. 

What they saw unfolding on 
the city’s main street “broke our 
hearts,” said Wright, who noted 
she has been coming with family 
and friends to visit or vacation in 
Charlevoix for some 30 years. 

“TI couldn’t believe what was 
happening right before our 
eyes,” she said, “It was literally 
like watching someone burn a 
hole in the heart of Charlevoix.” 

Investigators early this week 
were still trying to determine the 


cause of the fire. 

Charlevoix Area Chamber of 
Commerce President Alison 
Hubbard said she has been 
amazed at how many people have 
rallied to support the businesses 
affected and want to help lessen 
the impact the fire will have on 
them and the local economy. 

“Tam humbled by the out- 
reach we have received from 
throughout the state to support 
the community as the business 
owners assess the damage from 
(Sunday’s) devastating fire,” 
Hubbard said, “The Chamber 
staff and the Board of Directors 
are on hand to help in any way 
we can as the businesses plan to 
reopen and re-build.” 

Clean-up started was already 
underway early this week along 
the block where the fire occurred 
so surrounding businesses can 
open. The buildings that housed 
Johan’s Cafe and Round Lake 
Gallery will likely be torn down. 

Johan’s owner Clayton Brown, 
said he expects to re-open his 
shop somewhere in Charlevoix 
by next summer. “We aren’t 
going to leave Charlevoix-the 
people have been good to us 
here,” he said, “We’ll be back.” 

Kirby Dipert, owner of 
Charlevoix Wear and The Cloth- 
ing Company, said most all of his 
inventory was damaged but he 
also hopes to re-open by next 
summer. 

Friends of Kathy Ackerman, 
owner of Round Lake Gallery, 
have set up a GoFundMe account 
to help her recover losses at the 
gallery. The gallery had been 
home to numerous artists, many 
of whom were not insured for 
their individual works of art that 
had been on display and for sale.
